Headlee tax amendment 
causes headaches for state 


The Headlee tax limitation 
amendment was foremost in minds 
of state municipal leaders convening 
last week in Lansing for the annual 
Michigan Municipal League's 
legislative conference. 

Mayor William M. Oakley was 
accompanied by top Romulus 
elected officials who journeyed to 
the capitol to take part In a round of 
presentations, speeches, and work 
sessions sponsored by the 
organization of Michigan cities. 

The keynote address, given by 
Governor William G. Mtlllken at the 
noon luncheon, aet the tone of the 
conference when he stated, "Tax 
limitation does not mean the end of 
necessary services." but, "...a 
challenge to make the government 
we have work better." 

Proposal G, tho tax limitation 
amendment, which was narrowly 
passed by Michigan votors last fall, 
calls for a celling on all state ana 
local taxM proportionate to the level 
of total state personal Income, which 
amounted to an Increase of around 
soven percent Inst year. 

In addition, It prohibits local 

f iovernments from adding new or 
ncreaslng existing taxes and 
prohibits the state from mandating 
programs without providing fun- 
ding.

New ticket building 
for Metro Airport 


A spacious, well-lighted, com- 
fortable ticketing building for public 
ground transportation will soon be 
under construction at Detroit 
Metropolitan Wayne County Airport, 
located In Romulus. 

The building, n long-sought 
facility, will be located In front of the 
South Terminal, on the lower 
roadway, beneath the upper level 
bridge-roadway where departing 
passengers arrive and unload. 

In approving the contract award 
to McCarthy & Smith, Inc., a Detroit 
general contractor, the Board of 
Wayne County Rond Com- 
missioners, operators of Metro 
Airport, noted this was the second 
time the project had been bid. 

Joseph M. Herron, board chair- 
man, said the award, made Thur- 
sday (March 22) was for $386,000. An 
earlier bid opening was rejected last 
August. 

"When the ticketing building is 


completed (by the end of the year) 
traveler* who uie buses, limousine*, 
or taxi* will no longer have to wult at 
the curb or Inside tho terminal 
building," Horronsaid. 

Plan* call for traveler* to enter 
the building, purchase their tickets 
and take comfortable seats while 
gazing through large windows to 
await their form of transportation. 
No private vehicles will be per- 
mitted in the area. 

In addition to awarding the 
transportation building award, Vice- 
Chairman Freddie G. Burton noted 
that the airport recently opened a 
new 1,400-venicle public parking lot 
along the airport’s East Service 
Drive. 

"The Board is attempting to keep 
up with the rising demand of the 
traveling public— and we’re working 
on a new program that will nearly 
double our parking facilities in the 
next few years," Burton said.

The Headlee amendment wasn’t 
the only bad news to greet Romulus 
leaders. Gove. Milliken also men- 
tioned the cutback in the federal 
CETA program, which he said would 
mean the loss of more than 5,000 
public service jobs and a revenue 
loss of $27.5 million. 

A drastically scaled-down version 
of a coutercyclical fiscal assistance 
program, begun several years ago 
nationwide was also mentioned by 


the governor to be an area of con- 
cern. 

But, possibly of greatest concern 
to local governmental leaders, is the 
status of the federal revenue sharing 
program, which according to in- 
siders at the conference faces a 
tough challenge next year in 
Congress. 

Many titles, including Romulus, 
receive a sizeable portion of their 
budget through the program. Last 
year, it amounted to $450,000 to 
Romulus. 

Other issues of concern presented 


by Senator Faust include the status 
of transportation monies, proposed 
changes in the tax structure, the 
protection of wetlands and the 
disposition of hazardous wastes. 

All these issues were labeled 
"priority" items from the per- 
spective of the Senate majority 
leader.

SEMTA bus service to start 


The long-awaited SEMTA county- 
wide curb-tocurb bun service for 
senior and the handicapped citizen* 
will mako It* debut Friday, April 6, 
at five area location*. 

Kickoff for the new bus service, 
named Essential Transportation 
System (ETS), I* scheduled a* 
follow*: 10 n.m. — Romulu* City 
Hall; 11:16 a m, — Huron Township 
Hall; 1 p.m. — Sumpter Municipal 
Hall; 2 p.m. — Belleville City Hall; 
und 3 p.m, — Von Buren Township 
Hall. 

Local, county andstote dignitaries 
will be on hand at ribbon-cutting 
ceremonies at tho five locations to 
herald the addition of 10 new buses 
to 11 presently In service. 

According to Larry E. Sold, 
SEMTA general manager, 19 buses 
will actually be In operation as the 
first phase of ETS acts underway, 
with two bines held in reserve as 
replacements. 

When fully Implemented, u total of 
74 buses will be picking up 
passengers ut the five urea stations, 
he explained. 

Tho county ETS has been In 
the planning stages by SEMTA for 
more than two years and represents 
u major componentoflts program of 
expanded public transportation 
services. 

Said explained that during phase 
I, ETS will operate some vehicles in 
concentrated zones and others on 
longer trips. According to Rep 
Edward E. Mahalak, two con- 
centrated zones will Include 
Romulus, Huron Township, Sump- 
ter Township, Van Buren Township 
and Belleville. 

With one bus assigned to 9erve 
Sumpter and Van Buren townships 
and Romulus, senior and han- 
dicapped citizens will be able to use 
ETS to travel to the Sumpter 


Medical Center, the Belleville 
business district, Annapolis 
Hospital, Wayne County General 
Hospital, and to shopping facilities 
In Romulus, Canton Township, 
Wavne and Westland, Mahalak 
explained, 

Another bus will serve Van Buren, 
Sumpter and Huron townships. 
Senior and handicapped citizens In 
those communities can ride ETS to 
the Belleville business district, 
Sumpter Family Medical Center, 
Seaway Hospital, Riverside 
Osteopathic Hospital, Southland 
Mall, Southgute Mall, and Wyan- 
dotte General Hospital, Mahalak 
said. 

Under the new ETS, for curb-to- 
curb service, area residents will 
telephone u dispatcher who sends a 
bus to the user for delivery to the 
desired locution Ride requests will 
be made on a reservation basis. 

Farce on the new buses, which 
hold 10 to 12 persons and have spaces 
for two wheelchairs, will start at 50 
cents for senior and handicapped 
pussengers. T he base fare of 50 cents 
will be good for up to six miles of 
travel In heavily populated areas of 
Wayne County und good for i *> to-12 
miles in rural areas, Mahalak 
pointed out. 


The base fare also Includes free 
transfers to all regular SEMTA bus 
routes. As a special convenience, 
monthly SEMTACARD 'passes and 
discount tickets will also be 
available for fare payment. 

The start of ETS will not prompt 
any changes In the existing Dial-A- 
Ride systems now operating In 
Trenton, Redford, and Harper 
Woods. The present Detroit Para- 
Transit and Wayne ETS will be 
Incorporated Into one county-wide 
system during phase I. 

Commenting on the new ETS, 
Mahalak said, "I am asking of the 
residents served by the bus service 
to avail themselves to the point way 
beyond our projection so we can 
demonstrate the need for more 
buses." 

Noting that the energy crisis was 
pushing gasoline prices to new highs 
and that Inflation has significantly 
Increased the cost of automobiles 
and car repairs, Mahalak said, 
"People are turning to public 
transportation, and I am convinced 
they wiU do so much more in the 
future," 

Following ribbon -cutting 
ceremonies at the five area 
locations, coffee and doughnuts will 
be served.

A petition drive by a handful of 
Wayne County Commissioners, 
seeking to put the direct election of 
a county executive on the ballot, has 
gained momentum as civic groups 
and community officials added their 
support. 

Meeting before civic leaders at the 
Dearborn Library Wednesday, 
Commissioners Mary Dumas (R- 
Livonia), William Joyner (D- 
Plymouth) and Alex Pilch (D- 
Dearborn-Dearbom Heights) said it 
was imperative that county electors 
vote on the issue directly and not 
wait for the creation of a charter 
commission to include it in a 
proposed new charter for Wayne 
County. 

“We’regoing for the petition route 
rather than the charter route 
because it minimizes the chance of 
sabotaging the executive change 
and reduces the possibility of the 
executive power being watered 
down,” Pilch asserted. 

“Someone must be made 
responsible for the actions of the 
county,” he added, “and under the 


present county home rule, there is 
no one responsible.” 

Chairman of the petition drive, 
Robert Beeny of Wayne, a past 
president of the Wayne J ayCees, has 
set a target date of July 4 to obtain 
77,000 signatures. “Actually,” he 
said, “we only require 65,000, but 
77,000 will give us a comfortable 
margin.” 

Joyner, who represents the 
Belleville-Romulus area, estimates 
the cost of electing a charter com- 
mission and then conducting a 
charter referendum will amount to 
more than $1,200,000. “Direct 
election of an executive will cost 
approximately $800,000,” he pointed 
out. 

“The drive has already received 
the support of Rockwood, Canton 
Township, Livonia Chamber of 
Commerce, Jaycee members of 
Wayne, Plymouth and Canton, and 
Melvindale Councilman Michael 
Suiter”, Beeny said. “Other 
organizations have taken the 
question before their boards for 
approval”, he added

Stelheaders skunked last fall 
shoud have a springtime bonanza 
with* near-record run of the silvery 
fish returning to riverbed spawning 
grovids, according to Automobile 
Olufof Michigan. 

‘Last fall, steelhead runs were 
virtually non-existent even on 
usihlly productive streams, 
mealing most fish probably win- 
ters in the Great Lakes," said 
Jos^)h Ratke, Auto Club touring 
maiager. 

Bu this spring’s snowmelt and 
expected rains should send nearly 
two million fish, averaging 10 
pounls, into rivers listed on Auto 
Club’; guide. This season could rival 
the 1S76 record. 

Beckus^ of the expected heavy 
runs across the state, the current 


te st< 

ozs., sk in 1975, could be topped. 

Fishermen can start the season in 
southwest Michigan and move north 
along the Lake Michigan coastline 
until runs peak, usually in late April. 

Lake Huron’s tributaries usually 


offer best steelheading from mid- 
April to mid-May, while Upper 
Penisula anglers can concentrate on 
streams between mid-April and 
early June. 

Southeast Michigan residents can 
count on best fishing in the St. Clair 
River from now until mid-April. 

Auto Club advises anglers to learn 
regulations applying to rivers listed 
in its guide, as parts of some are 
restricted to fly fishing only. Other 
streams open after April 1 on or 
April 28, the general trout season 
opener. 

The State Public Health Depart- 
ment has extended its warning that 
Lake Michigan steelhead may 
contain hazardous amounts of 
polychlorinated biphenyls (PCBs). 
It advises children and nursing 
mothers not to eat Lake Michigan 
steelhead. All others should con- 
sume no more than a ahalf pound 
per week. 

Further information on fishing 
rules and pollution dangers can be 
found in the DNR’s 1979 Michigan 
Fishing Guide.

Are prophecies valid?

The psychics — including Jeane 
Dixon — didn’t do so well in 
predicting events in 1978 

Dixon said in January 1978 that “a 
new pope will take office within the 
next four years but not in 1978. Pope 
Paul will surprise the world with his 
vigor." He died seven months later 

Other “leading psychics" quoted 
in The National Enquirer of Jan. 3, 
1978, predicted: “Billy Graham will 
be knighted by Queen Elizabeth, but 
he will end the year in poor health.’’ 
“Egyptian President Sadat will be 
assassinated.” “Muhammad Ali will 
suffer a heart attack during a boxing 
match." “Scientists will find that 
Legionnaire’s Disease was brought 
by UFO." 

As for Jeane Dixon, her followers 
tend to be forgiving of her misses in 
view of what they point to as the 
significant bull’s-eyes she has 
scored. 

She is said to have had a vision of 
President Kennedy’s assassination 
11 years before the Dallas tragedy. 
She was standing in front of the 
statue of the Virgin Mary in St. 
Matthew Cathedral in Washington 
one morning in 1952. 

“Suddenly," she says, “the White 
House appeared to me in dazzling 
brightness. The numerals 1 -9-6-0 
formed above the roof. An ominous 
dark cloud appeared ... Then I 
looked down and saw a young man, 
tall and blue-eyed, crowned with a 
shock of thick brown hair, quietly 
standing in front of the main door." 

Dixon says she was “still staring 
at him when a voice came out of 
nowhere, telling me that this young 
man, a Democrat, to be seated as 
president in 1960, would be 
assassinated while in office." 

The vividness of that moment 
stayed with Miss Dixon until 
November 1963, when President 


Kennedy was preparing to go to 
Dallas 

She felt so strongly that tragedy 
was waiting in the win^ that she 
asked her friend Kay Halle, a 
Washington radio commentator who 
was close to Kennedy, to try to 
persuade the president not to go to 
Dlallas. 

He went, and the rest is history. 

Dixon says the future is revealed 
to her in many different ways — 
divine revelation and telepathy 
being two of them. 

Often, she says, “when I meet 
people and shake their hands, I feel 
vibrations. My fingers are super- 
sensitive, and many times a gentle 
touch enables me to pick up an in- 
dividual’s channel with God." 

Dixon says that each person has 
his own individual channel of 
communication — “His own 
frequency" — with God. 

“the signals from these channels 
are often so strong," she says, “that 
they reveal to me what happened to 
a person at an early age as well as 
what might happen to him until his 
last day on earth." 

Dixon once gave me a psychic 
reading. It was in 1972. 

She placed my hand in hers and 
touched the pdlm of my hand with 
thetip of the ring finger on the right 
hand. She told me that in seven 
years I was going to reach a “new, 
higher plateau" in life. 

It is now 1979 — seven years later 
— and Iamwaiting.Willsheberight 
or wrong? 

Hal Lindsey, author of the best- 
selling book, “The Late Great 
Planet Earth" — now a movie — is 
another who deals in predicting the 
future. But his predictions are based 
on Bible prophecies. 

Lindsey’s thesis is that the short- 
range predictions of the Bible 
prophets were fulfilled in their own 


lifetimes or by the first century of 
the Christian era. 

Therefore, because they “passed 
the test" of a ture prophet, we can 
trust them on their long-range 
predictions, “which are being 
fulfilled in our time."

According to Lindsey, the prophet 
Ezekiel was “speaking of the final 
restoration of the Jews to the land of 
Palestine (which came to pass in 
1948) when he said, “For 1 will take 
you from among the nations and 
gather you out of all countries and 


bring you into your own land." 

Lincfcey regards it as amazing 
that the prophet Micah, who lived 
700 years before the birth of Christ, 
predicted that the Messiah would be 
bom in Bethlehem (Micah 5:2). 

Not all Bible scholars are sure, 
however, that Jesus was born in 
Bethlehem. Some suspect that it was 
Micah’s “prophecy" alone which 
was responsible for the tradition 
regarding Jesus’ birthplace.

City to buy vacant home 
as new historical museum 


Westland history will be 
presented to the public at a new 
spot, at home at 857 N. Wayne 
Road, that will be purchased as 
thecity's new historical museum. 

The City Council gave the go- 
ahead last week to have the 
city attorney draw up a purchase 
agreement to buy the home, 
which will cost an estimated 
$38,000. Although the down- 
payment— “front money” — will 
be paid by the city, that money 
will be recouped through a $40,000 
state grant that has been 
awarded to Westland for 
historical purposes. 

As an amendment to a 
legislative statue, the grant has 
been held up in committee, ex- 
plained Westland Mayor Thomas 
Taylor. But he said he has 
assurances from State Rep. 
Thomas Brown that the money 
should be released soon. 

When that happens, any money 
expended by the city general fund 
will be paid back. 

But the owner of the home 
wants to sell it now. The house 
has been vacant since last 
November. 

Taylor told the council that in 
recent months the house has been 


completely brought up to code, 
with electrical, sewer and water 
improvements, as well as in- 
stallation of a new' furnace. 

Historical Commission 
chairman Jo Johnson couldn’t be 
happier with the council move. 
The commission has had its eye 
on that house as a good museum 
location for two years, but could 
never get enough money to buy 
it. 

She noted that because of the* 
very good condition of the house, 
the commission should have no 
trouble moving in soon after the 
purchase details are worked out. 
Some wallpapering, painting and 
installation of an alarm system 
would seem to be the only im- 
mediate needs. 

The city does have a historical 
museum now, located on Ann 
Arbor Trail quitec lose to Edward 
Hines Drive. Although the 
building is more historically 
significant than the one on Wayne 
Road, it has caused many 
headaches for commission 
members. 

The location next to the park- 
way. a popular teen hangout, has 


caused alarm to the women 
working at the museum. The 
parkway has a bad reputation for 
drug trafficking, vandalism and 
rowdiness. 

The house on Wayne road, built 
in the 1870s or 1880s. will be better 
located in the center of the city, 
be near the high school, near 
central city park and city hall, 
and near senior citizens’ center 
and high-rise apartments. 

The house ‘‘is the type of house 
lived in by early settlers in the 
area,” Mrs. Johnson added. 

The historical museum on Ann 
Arbor Trail opened in the fall of 
1974. 

The commission’s next hope is 
to ask that some of the city’s 
Community Development funds 
be used to purchase an adjacent 
lot to pro vide parking area for the 
museum. 

Members of the Historical 
Commission are Mrs. Johnson, 
Bethel Taylor, Joanne Williams, 
Eleanor Swiakowski and Jean- 
nette Schumacher. Former 
members and volunteer workers 
who devote much time are Helep 
Brown and Mona Griggs.

The Wayne County Board of 
Commissioners is urging the State 
Legislature to pass a law prohibiting 
courts from using the threat of jail to 
compel members of legislative 
bodies to vote in line with court 
orders. 

The plea is contained in a 
resolution adopted by the County 
legislators in support of the Van 
Buren Township trustees who were 
jailed twice by Wayne County 
Circuit Court Judge Charles 
Kaufman for refusing to approve a 
sewer permit for a proposed mobile 
home development. 

After spending a week in jail, four 
of the township trustees were 
released March 9, when they agreed 
to abide by a pending Court of Ap- 
peals ruling on the issue. A fifth 
trustee who has a history of heart 
trouble, spent the week as a Sheriffs 
prisoner at Wayne County General 
Hospital where he was taken after 
complaining of chest pains shortly 
after being jailed. 

Written by County Board Chair- 
man Richard E. Manning, the 
resolution charges there is a 
growing trend toward judges or- 
dering members of legislative 
bodies jailed for “voting their 
consciences” and describes the 
trend as “a new form of tyranny.” 

The resolution urges the State 
Legislature to pass a law to provide 
that “no court shall issue its order 
nor shall any sheriff or peace officer 
enforce any order of any court that 
seeks to compel any person acting in 
a legislative capacity tocast his vote 
either positively or negatively under 
threat of jail.” 

The resolution also asks Gov. 
William Milliken to issue an 
executive order nullifying the 
“unlawful” order from Judge

Kaufman. It also asked the Circuit 
Court bench to “inquire into the 
propriety” of Kaufman’s actions. 

The resolution a Iso asked the State 
lawmakers to pass a special bill to 
reimburse the Van Buren trsutees 
for their economic losses “as well as 
for the indignities suffered” in being 
jailed. 

Kaufman originally jailed all 
seven township elected officials last 
December. They were released 
within 36 hours after the Court of 
Appeals ruled Kaufman had not 
followed proper procedure. The 
Court of Appeals upheld the second 


jailing Two trustees were released 
within hours after agreeing to sign 
the sewer permit under protest. 

In refusing the permit, the 
township board charged that the 
hook-up to the Ypsilanti Township 
sewage treatment plant would 
aggravate pollution of Belleville. 
Lake, while hook-up to a more 
distance township sewer line, while 
more expensive, would avoid the 
pollution problem. 

The resolution was adopted at a 
March 15 meeting.

Elderly and handicapped 
residents of Romulus, Huron 
Township, Sumpter Township, 
Belleville and Van Buren Township 
will be the major beneficiaries of a 
new countywide curb-to-curb bus 
system which will begin operation 
April 2. 

Ten new buses, together with 11 
buses that currently are in service in 
Wayne County, will be used to 
develop the first phase of the county- 
wide Wayne ETS. Nineteen vehicles 
will be used in service, and two 
vehicles will be used for main- 
tenance reserve. 

During Phase 1 the Wayne ETS 
will operate some vehicles con- 
centrated in zones and others ser- 
ving longer trips on a county-wide 
basis. Two concentrated zones will 
serve the Romulus, Huron Town- 
ship, Sumpter Township, Belleville 
and Van Buren Township areas of 
Wayne County. 

One bus will serve Sumpter and 
Van Buren Townships and the City 
of Romulus. Senior and handicapped 
citizens will be able to use the 
county -wide system to travel to the 
Sumpter Family Medical Center, 
the Belleville central business 
district, Annapolis Hospital, Wayne 
County General Hospital and to 
shopping facilities in Romulus, 
Canton Township, Wayne and 
Westland. 

One bus will serve Van Buren, 
Sumpter and Huron townships. 
Senior and handicapped citizens 
living in this area will be able to use 
the Wayne ETS system to travel to 
the Belleville central business 
district, the Sumpter Family 
Medical Center, Seaway Hospital, 
Riverside Osteopathic Hospital, 


Southland Mall, Southgate Mall and 
Wyandotte General Hospital. 

For curb-to-curb service, a rider 
telephones a dispatcher who sends a 
vehicle to the user for transport to 
the desired location. Ride requests 
must be made on a reservation 
basis. 

Fares for Wayne ETS service will 
start at 50 cents for elderly and 
handicapped passengers. The base 
fare of 50 cents will be good for up to 
six miles of travel in heavily 
populated parts of the county and up 
to 12 miles in rural areas. That base 
fare also includes free transfers to 
all regular SEMTA bus routes. 

Monthly SEMTACARD passes and 
discount tickets also will be 
available for fare payment. 

The 11 vehicles which presently 
comprise the Nankin Transit 
Commission fleet will remain with 
the Nankin jurisdiction and will 
continue to serve the communities of 
Canton Township, Westland, Wayne, 
Garden City and Inkster.

Inflation 

Government credibility sank to new lows last week when the 
Commerce Department announced that ‘Soaring profits were the 
cause of our current double digit inflation.’ 

While it’s certainly true that increased corporate profits do, to 
some extent, influence the national inflation rate, since these 
profits a re derived from increased costs, the implication that that 
is even a significant cause, is nothing but more government 
‘smoke.’ 

As every student of economics has learned: “The more you 
have, the less it is worth.” And when you are dealing with dollars, 
only the federal government can speed up their presses when they 
run short. 

For too long, the federal government has sought a convenient 
excuse to obscure the real cause, but it is government, and 
government alone that must shoulder the ultimate responsibility 
for inflation. 


For centuries, government currency has risen and fallen in 
value. 

In the short span of only 19-years (1779-1798) France went from 
a slowly developing country — with no paper money— to 
economic chaos, following a flood of government printed paper of 
ever declining value. 

In Germany in the 1920 s, the world witnessed another exa mpJe 
of the results of government printing presses running wild . 

In the beginning, One Mark was worth about 30 cents and 
would buy a loaf of bread. Near the end, that same loaf of bread 
cost 10,000 Marks. 

For every new dollar that is printed, the dollar in your wallet 
declines in value, unless of course, the value of the dollar is 
guaranteed by gold or some other redeemable commodity. 

Today the dollar's value is not guaranteed. 

And government presses are running wild. 

Corporate profits indeed! 


Kemp-Roth bill 

Providing taxpayers — both corporate and individual — with 
more of their own income will benefit the economy and the 
government as well. 

Economist Norman Ture estimates that in the first year alone 
Kemp-Roth would create 2.1 million new jobs; private in- 
vestment would increase by $90 billion, and the gro6s national 
product would increase $175 billion. 

Irving Kristol, New York University professor and contributor 
to the Wall Street J ournal, points out that the bill — named for its 
sponsors, Rep. Jack Kemp(R., N.Y.) and Sen. William Roth (R., 
Del.) — “would reduce federal income-tax rates by about 30 
percent over a three-year period and ‘inflation proof’ the tax law 
by adjusting tax rates to allow for the rate of inflation.” 

“As a result,” Kristol points out, “federal tax receipts would 
fall much less than the drastic cuts in rates might suggest” 
Historically, in fact, tax receipts have increased within two years 
of a tax cut. 

In contrast, when the tax on capital gains was increased in 1989, 
government revenues from this tax declined steadily. 

Comments Rep. Kemp: “If you tax something you get less of it. 
If you subsidize something, you get more of it. In America, we tax 
work, growth, investment, employment, savings and productivity 
while subsidizing nonwork, consumption, welfare and debts." 

Legislation to limit taxes and or spending, is pending in almoBt 
every state. Taxpayers have also voiced their concern to their 
national legislators. 

Tax cuts of some description are certainly in the wind. 

The issue, as Kristol sees it, “is whether to cut taxes minimally 
and belatedly, as a reaction to popular resentment, or whether to 
cut tax rates massively now to stimulate the kind of growth that 
will curb inflation, and increase government revenues to balance 
government expenditures.” 

Itseemstousthatlittlemorecanbesaid on the subject of taxes 
and tax reform.

"Let the buyer beware, 

beware... beware... beware... ‘ 



The two-year nightmare is almost over, but the 
scars left are still painful. And two formerly 
happy people are confirmed pessimists. 

The cause of their transformation was the 
callous dedication to the pursuit of the ‘buck’ by 
someone they had trusted, but shouldn’t have. 

Since that day in Rome thousands of years ago 
when the world's very first merchant took ad- 
vantage of his customer, the principle of “let the 
buyer beware” became the universal rule of 
commerce. 

In the years since, legislators the world over 
have spent considerable time meditating on the 
problem and seeking solutions. But, still none 
have come. 

Perhaps, if a permanent solution is ever found 
that would mandate honesty in business tran- 
sactions, that solution most surely will have to 
provide some method for changing one of man’s 
most basic flaws — greed. 

While able to encourage honesty, today 
laws cannot outlaw dishonesty. And since that's 
thecase.shameonMr. and Mrs. Lewis of Canton 
Township for forgetting. 

No longer able to maintain their large home in 
the suburbs, the Lewis’s decided to purchase a 
mobile home. 

During the long ordeal which began with that 
purchase from Westland’s Village of Homes, and 


has not yet ended, the Lewises have: been 
threatened with eviction by Holiday Park 
Estates owner Sieldon Futemick; had their 
new mobile home torn apart; been threatened 
with eviction by the park manager; had their 
water pipes freeze; their floors buckle; their 
drains leak; frost form on interior 
walls die to insufficient insulation; been 
threatened with eviction; ignored by Skyline 
Corporation, the builder of their home; had their 
rent increased, been refined a 8-month lease 
illegally; been threatened with eviction; helped 
form a homeowners association; and have 
received an eviction notice. 

This might be an appropriate place to ask: 
What were local officials doing while all this was 
taking place? 

Answer: Nothing! 

While the Canton Township building officials 
were busy claiming no legal responsibility for 
the conditions they conceded were unsafe, the 
Lewises were researching Michigan law relative 
to mobile home owner rights. 

What did they find? 

Right! Nothing. 

It seems that the authority that does exist for 
the protection of mobile home owners has been 
put in the hands of the very people who were now 


causing the problems — the Michigan Mobile 
Home Commission — consisting of mobile home 
park owners and dealers. 

This commission, created by Gov. Milliken, to 
resolve the very problems which its members 
often created for their tenants, has 11 members. 
You guessed it! Eight of the 11 are dealers or 
park owners. 

For the Lewises the battle is not yet over 

But, for hundreds of others, either too old, too 
tired, or just too timid, the reality of mobile 
home living came too late. 

Unscrupulous dealers. Equally unscrupulous 
park owners. And toooften, unscrupulous dealer- 
owners lead to unscrupulous business practice 
that has cost many, much. 

Looking back on the experiences of the 
Lewis’ , perhaps they should have suspected 
something at the very beginning when Futemick 
moved their 'brand new’ home onto one of his 
sites at his Holiday Park Estates, without their 
knowledge. They had hoped to have it located in 
the Dearborn area. 

Perhaps, they should have insisted that it be 
moved to a site of their choice, but again, 
perhaps they should have also remembered the 
first rule of commerce, “Let the Buyer 
Beware.”

Tax relief and tax credits

PROPERTY TAX RELIEF 

As property values have increased, property 
taxes have become a much greater burden. For 
this reason, the State Legislature has provided 
an ongoing property tax relief program since the 
early 1970s. 

Last year approximately 1.2 million families 
received state property tax relief totaling $305 
million. But, every year thousands of eligible 
taxpayers fail to file for the relief. 

There are six property tax relief programs, 
five of which are very specialized. 

The five special programs include property 
tax relief for the blind, totally disabled, 
qua(kiplegic and paraplegic persons, as well as 
eligible veterans. The eligibility requirements 
and benefits are different for each program, but 
If you suspect you maybe eligible, please contact 
my office to make sure. 

The more widely used relief programs are for 
senior citizens and general taxpayers. 

Senior citizens receive 100 percent relief of 
their property taxes that exceed specified 
percentages of their household income. For 
example, senior households with income of $6,000 
are reimbursed for property taxes in excess of 
$210 or 3.5 percent of their household income. 
Lower income seniors are given more generous 


relief as their household income falls below 
$ 6 , 000 . 

General property taxpayers are also eligible 
for substantia] relief based on their income and 
level of property taxes. If property taxes exceed 
3.5 percent of your household income, the state 
will reimburse you for 60 percent of the excess 
payments. 

All of these property tax relief programs are 
part of the state income tax filing procedure. 
When you file for state income tax, you may be 
eligible to claim a property tax credit. If you are 
not required to file a state income tax return, you 
can still receive property tax relief by requesting 
a form from the treasury department in Dear- 
born, phone 256-3512, or my office in Lansing, 
(517 ) 373-1706. I encourage you to file early and 
avoid lengthy delays. 

1979 HOME HEATING TAX CREDIT 

The home heating assistance program that the 
legislatire and Governor Milliken have recently 
approved will be in effect for one year only. It 
replaces the energy cost assistance program 
which expiredon August 31, 1978. The program is 
designed to distribute $38 million to 470,000 low 
income households in the state. Both renters and 


homeowners will be eligible. 

To apply for a home heating assistance tax 
credit, you must fill out a property tax credit 
form. Spec! fically, if you are 65 years of age or 
older you must fill out form MI-1040CR-1. Most 
other persons should fill out form MM040CR-4. 

This is the same form you use if you apply fora 
homestead property tax credit. If you are a 
senior citizen, these forms will be sent to you if 
you have applied for property tax credit before. 
Otherwise, you can get a form from any 
department of the treasury office or post office. 

Below is a sample of how you will figure out the 
amount of your credit. 

(1) — Decide how many exemptions you can 
claim. Each person in the household 

(2) — You have liquid assets (savings, cash, 
bonds, stocks, and securities) amount to $30,000 
or more. (An exception may be made if you are a 
senior citizen and have sold your home in the last 
24 months. See filing instructions for more in- 
formation.) 

(3) — You are a full-time student and are 
claimed as a dependent by another person. 

(4) — You have not maintained a home in 
Michigan for at least 6 months in 1978. 

(5) — Your household income is more than the 
limits set in the filing instructions.

Do we really want 1984 to come? 

We might not be ready. By an un- 
fortunate coincidence, Orwell’s notorious 
year crops up just when the Soviet Union 
could catch us short-handed. The early 
eighties — the time frame covered by 
SALT II — may see the Soviets achieving 
an edge over the United States in strategic 
capabilities. 

Coming too soon for long-range 
development programs already on the 
boards, and new remedies requiring long 
lead times, the next thousand days could 
find the West unexpectedly vulnerable. 

What are the alternatives? 

If SALT II is rejected by the U S. Senate 
we hardly want a panicky, scrambling 
arms race in which we’d be at a disad- 
vantage. Obviously, we would need to 
operate from a position of strength. But 
that’s just what the next few years are 
programmed to deny us. 

According to a book just released by the 
National Strategy Information Center, 
there are feasible short term options 
available to the U.S. Strategic Options For 
The Early Eighties, What Can Be Done?, 
by William R. Van Cleave of the Univer- 
sity of Southern California and W. Scott 
Thompson of the Fletcher School of Law 
and Diplomacy at Tufts, presents the 


research of the Strategic Alternatives 
Team, an independent group of leading 
scientists and strategists. 

The Team’s work is based on two 
premises: the probable Soviet edge over 
the United States in the next half decade; 
and the certainty that there must be 
something we can do. They reject the view 
of most administration officials, who 
believe that a Soviet advantage during the 
early eighties is inevitable regardless of 
what the U.S. does. 

Doing something is the whole idea. 
Stressing urgency, the quick-fix study 
suggests a range of short term options for 
meeting immediate, or almost immediate 
dangers. According to Van Cleave and 
Thompson, “the immediate problem is 
that, even if the U.S. government should 
now decide to embark upon major 
programs to redress the deteriorating 
balance, there could still be a threatening 
peak of relative Soviet strategic power 
during the first half of the eighties. . We 
must be able to avert the danger during 
this interim period.” 

Some quick-fix suggestions: speed up 
programs already underway (as we did 
twenty years ago with Minuteman and 
Polaris); bring cancelled programs back 
to life (the B-l for example); adapt new

uses for present weapons (for instance, 
moving strategic bombers to bases further 
inland, or adding parallel runways to 
existing air fields); and working better 
with our allies. 

The quick-fix idea is characterized by 
“the ability to achieve something worth 
doing in a short time, whether it be tem- 
porary or long term, a major program or a 
variety of small innovations,” write Van 
Cleave and Thompson. 

While not necessarily favoring one 
option over another, the Team agrees on 
two points: there a re short term remedies 
available, their number and utility are 
reduced as time passes. 

Proponents of SALT II seem to view the 
world a little less than realistically. 

To them, political compromise and 
uneasy reassurances provide the safest 
baggage on the rocky road just ahead. 
Since we’re all traveling together, I’d like 
to think we were a little better prepared. 

Thequick-fix suggestions are timely and 
sensible and deserve serious con- 
sideration.

Two boards in Michigan which 
license physicians are trying to zero 
in on a common form of drug abuse 
which is too frequently aided by 
careless or greedy doctors. 

The focal point of the efforts is 
amphetamines — a class of drugs 
which have trade names like ben- 
zedrine or preludin, but are more 


commonly known by street names 
like speed, uppers or copilots. 

For years, amphetamines have 
been legitimately used to treat some 
health problems such as 
hyperkinetic behavorial disorders in 
chilcfren. 

Butamphetam ines ha vebeen more 
widely prescribed by physicians as 
an appetite suppressant to control 
weight or to combat obesity. TTiey 
often are referred to as “diet pills.” 

More and more data, however, 
suggests that the risks associated 
with amphetamine as a diet aid far 
outweigh the benefits. 

The Federal Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration has warned that am- 
phetamines can be habit forming 


and dangerous and several states 
already have withdrawn am- 
phetamines as a drug which can be 
prescribed by physicians. 

The danger of amphetamines is 
their high potential for physical or 
psychological dependence. That 
generally means over a period of 
time the user will require greater 
and greater amounts of the drug to 
obtain the same effects. 

Too frequently, use of am- 
phetamines may cause a person to 
experience paranoia and-or 
hallucinations such as the feeling 
that bugs are crawling under the 
skin. 

When a person trys to cut down on 
the drug after developing a 


dependency, there are feelings of 
extreme fatigue, hunger, 
disorientation and severe 
depression. 

Despite widespread dissemination 
of this data, some physicians have 
continued to prescribe these 
dangerous drugs over long periods 
of time without regard to the overall 
welfare of the patients. 

That’s essentially why two 
regulatory boards in Michigan are 
addressing the problem and are 
trying to establish and promulgate 
rules to restrict the use of am- 
phetamines and thus protect 
patients. 

The Board of Medicine, which 
licenses physicians in Michigan, 


already has adopted a set of ruies. 
which must be followed# 
physicians who prescribe 'am- 
phetamines. 

And the Board of Osteopathic 
Medicine and Surgery, which 
licenses physicians to practice 
osteopathic medicine, is considering 
the same set of rules. 

The rules require physicii 
keep better records on pal 
including a complete mei 
history to determine any' 
dependency on drugs. Patients]

Brides are treated to a shower of goodies at their bridal showers — good 
wishes, gifts and good food. 

Although the occasion may be, and usually is, very simple, a dessert-and cup- 
of-tea affair, the food should be picture-pretty. Raspberry Sunshine Torte is 
that, but it’s decidedly easy to prepare with its crust of coconut bar cookie 
crumbs and melted butter. The layers of the torte are just as easily done with 
vanilla ice cream, lemon sherbet and raspberry preserves. Imaginative decor 
is provided by thin lemon wheels surrounding the torte and red raspberries with 
mint sprigs on top. 

An alternative selection would be a Dessert Pizza, ideal for any crowd, but 
certain to please the younger generation. This has a thin buttery crust with a 
topping of pineapple and strawberries, coconut and pecans. It might also be 
made with peaches and pineapple and blueberries as a topper. 

For preparation ease, make the Raspberry Sunshine Torte in advance and 
freeze. The crust for the Dessert Pizza may be baked in advance, then com- 
pleted with whatever combination of fruits is desired. 

RASPBERRY SUNSHINE TORTE 

IV4 cups coconut bar cookie crumbs 
V* cup butter, melted 
1 quart vanilla ice cream, softened 

1 can (8V4 oz.) crushed pineapple, drained 

cup raspberry preserves 

2 pints lemon sherbet 

Combine cookie crumbs and butter; press into bottom of 9-inch springform 
pan. Bake at 350 degrees, 10 minutes. Chill. If desired, press 12 thin lemon slices 
against sides of springform pan. 


Carefully spread combined ice cream and pineapple over crust. Top with 
preserves. Freeze. Spread softened lemon sherbet over preserves. Wrap 
securely. Freeze. Place dessert in refrigerator 10 minutes before serving. 
Remove rim of pan. Place on serving platter. Garnish with raspberries and 
mint, if desired.

Sewing your own can ease cost crunch

Inflation has become a household 
word in the past few years. It’s 
similar to an infection. It bothers us 
all at one time or another, and like 
cancer, the cure is hidden in the 
future. 


Coping with i nflation can give you 
headaches. You can take from one 
source to shore up another, only to 
find the latter has sprung a leak. 


tends to defeat the purpose of 
shopping sales, when you have to 
pay interest charges. 

fif you have a sewing machine, 
then you have — to borrow a CB 
term — a handle on the problem of 
clothing children. Making their 
clothing may take a bit of your time, 
but thesavin^ overall issurprising. 


$1.25 each, your investment is only 
as much as a pair of store- bough ten 
pants. 


There are all sorts of ways to hold 
the line on spending, but these days, 
one area that most money 
sometimes seems impossible to 
defeat. That’s children’s clothing. 


It takes more than “a little bit of 
luck,” but you can’t beat a bottom 
line cost for a boy’s shirt of $1.25. 
And in some cases that homemade 
shirt will be better made and more 
durable than the $8 version in the 
department store. 


If you buy a Icng-sleeved shirt 
pattern fora boy, remember that the 
sleeves can be cut off for short- 
sleeved, summer fashions. And with 
athletic shorts the craze, one pattern 
and a raid on the sales counter, can 
keep your youngster “in” all 
summer long. 


Youngsters are little people and 
logically should be dressed like their 
adult counterparts. But when you’re 
on a limited budget, investing in a 3- 
piece suit for a 3-year-old who’ll 
most likely sprout 3 inches over the 
coming year is all but out of the 
question. 


It takes planning to come out way 
ahead in the make your own clothes 
department. In my several years of 
fabric shopping, here’s some little 
tricks I’ve discovered. 


Little girl’s pants can be sewn in 
about an hour, if you opt for 
elasticized waistbands, and 
generally, only need a half yard of 
material. And if you pick up on a 
good buy at a yard, you can get two 
pairs for the price of one. 


Oneway around that cost crunch, 
is shopping sales. You can pick up 
some great bargains, but sometimes 
the cash isn’t available when the 
sales take place. And charging it 


—When you buy a pattern consider 
if you can use it more than once. In 
children’s patterns, you can come up 
with a well-rounded wardrobe with 
four or five patterns — shirts, 
slacks, jumpers, blouses and pants. 


— Be cautious in selecting your 
material. I’ve picked up a few 
lemons that at the time seemed like 
good buys. Check the entire piece of 
fabric for flaws, stains and whatnot. 
Spots here and there may be worked 
around, so consider where they are 
on the material. 


Most patterns include several 
styles, doubling or even tripling 
their uses, and for an outlay of about 


Also consider the types of fabrics. 
If you’re an inexperienced seam- 
stress or tailor, it’s smart to start 
with solid colors and prints that 


don’t need to be matched. Plaids, 
stripes and ehecksare for later, and 
velvets are for the very experienced. 

When selecting your material, 
think of hew the fabric is going to be 
used. Gauze is fashionable, but 
tricky to werk with Knits are nice, 
but some require a special needle 
and sometimes a different presser 
foot on your machine. 

— Read your patterns carefully. 
An aunt of mine, who sews on an 
early model Singer sewing machine 
without all the fancy stitches, gave 
me a good piece of advice once. Take 
your time. So very true Rushing to 
complete something is all but a 
death toll for whatever you’re 
making. 

Foll(M’ the pattern directions step 
by step. You may think you know 
what you’re supposed to do, but the 
pattern may say differently. 

If you make a mistake, don’t leave 
it in, or “work around it”. That’s 
another way of guaranteeing failure. 
Sit down and correct the error, even 
if it means ripping out the entire 
seam. 

Other tips for the money-saving 
seamstress is buy your thread on 
sale. Quick buys at 5 spools for a $1 
— sometimes 10, if you’re lucky — 
can give you a wide variety to 


choose from, when it’s time to sew. 

Buttons and snaps are two items 
that are somewhat costly for home 
sewing. Fancy buttons can cost as 
much as 90 cents for a set of two, and 
if you’re making a shirt that 
requires nine buttons, there goes 
some of the savings factor. 

I suggest you snip buttons from old 
shirts, jackets and pants that are 
headed for the rag box. Some men’s 
shirts can have as many as 13 but-

And lastly, home sewing, wilh the 
idea to keep your youngsters in 
clothes, takes time Why n<fi set 
aside an hour or so an evening !when 
its just you and your sewing 
machine, material and patterns 
You’d be surprised how relaxing it 
can be, and you’ll find your family 
tvill really appreciate something you 
made yourself for them. -

When Suzuko (Suzy^Ypkom came 
to Wayne from Japan eigjit months 
ago. she brought with her a number 
of the traditions of her homeland — 
among them the art form of paper- 
folding known as origami 


While she makes little of her 
ability toconcoct dainty and colorful 
items from the traditional rice paper 
imported from Japan, it takes a 
certain deftness to be truly creative. 

According to Mrs. Yokom, 
origami is an art form handed down 


in the family in her native land. 
Mothers entertain their children by 
creating the paper-fold objects and 
teach them to be creative to en 
tertain themselves. 

Transplanted to the Wayne area 
from Tokyo, Mrs Yokom, a petite, 


dainty woman, came to Michigan 
with Richard her husband of 23 
years when he was transferred to 
the United States by his firm In 
addition to parting from the 
familiar, the Yokoms also had to 
leave behind their daughters, Cora, 
a professional model, and Judy, also 
a model who recently married. 

“We have large phone bills,” 
laughed Mrs. Yokom, who knows 
how important family ties can be 

Mrs Yokom, who likes to “keep 
her fingers busy,” has made a 
variety of dainty origami articles 
ranging from Samurai warriors to 
nut cups for parties. 

“You can make little drinking 
cups from the paper by folding it the 
right way,” Mrs. Yokom said, 
demonstrating as she spoke, “or 
even coinpurses and doll furniture.” 

Her deft fingers are responsible 
for a number of colorful paper 
creations — small birds, flowers, 
boats, a minute desk and chair, an 
organ and various ornaments. 

“During wartime,” she added, 
“the Japanese children used 
origami to make toys.” 

She went on to explain that it isn’t 
necessary to use the imported rice 
paper to work with — “gift wrap- 
ping, paper wrappings and bags can 
be used.” she said. 

Mrs. Yokom’s paper-fold 
creations have been popular at the 
school attended by a niece, where 
she has visited to demonstrate the 
art. 

“I like to work with younger 
children, they follow what you teach 
step-by-step,” Mrs. Yokom said. But 
it’s a craft that is easy to forget if 
you don’t keep at it, so she refreshes 
her art so it stays with her. 

“I would like to learn to do pat- 
chwork,” Mrs. Yokom said, and she 
isaving heavy linen-like rice bags to 
make a unique bedspread. She also 
does macrame and sews her own 
clothes and formerly made those of 
her daughters. In addition, she alwo 
works at a Japanese-Chinese 
restaurant in Livonia.

A love story

Meier, an EMU senior from Wayne, plays the Abbess of 
Argenteuil. The play is based on the historic love letters of 
Peter Abelard, a famous 12th century French church 
philosopher, and Ileloise. the woman he loved. 


Peter Abelard, a French poet, 
theologian and scholar, and Heloise, 
the woman of passion and intellect 
he loved so dearly, are together 
again after a lifetime of forced 
separation 

The two star-crossed lovers now 
rest in Pere Lachaise Cemetary in 
Paris, finally united in death after 
the French government exhumed 
their bodies in 1814 from different 
plots in the same cemetary and 
joined them in a common grave. 

The poignant tale of their un- 
fulfilled love and tragedy provides a 
real life backdrop for the upcoming 
Eastern Michigan University 
Players’ production of Ronald 
Millar's “Abelard and Heloise, ’’ 
which will be performed through 
April 1 at 8 p.m in Eastern’s Quirk 
Auditorium. 

Based on the couple’s historic 
letters and Helen Waddell's “Peter 
Abelard,” the play depicts the love 
affair of thetwoecclesiastical giants 
and how it shook the foundations of 
the 12th century French church. 

Play director Ken Stevens, who 
also directs the EMU theater 
management program, outlined the 
tragic love story. 

“Peter Abelard was a church 
philosopher and an extremely 
popular teacher at Notre Dame in 
Paris He was most interested in the 
logic of Aristotle and was a 
rebellious theologican. As ateacher. 


he was employed by a canon of the 
church to teach the canon’s niece — 
Heloise,” Stevens explained 

As the story goes. Abelard moved 
into the canon’s house to begin the 
instruction and eventually fell in 
love with Heloise. The couple had a 
child and were subsequently 
married. 

An ultra -conservative clergyman, 
the canon wielded great power in the 
church. He decided that the 
marriage was illicit and, using his 
political influence, had Abelard 
castrated. After the castration, 
Abelard no longer could be con- 
sidered a married man according to 


church dogma He became a monk; 
Heloise became a nun. The 
separation served as a catalyst for 
letter writing, historic testimony to 
a frustrated love 
“The church is the chief an- 
tagonist in the play. It was an op- 
pressive force that controlled 
people’s lives and individual 
freedom,’’ Stevens said. 

Theplay opened in London in 1968. 
“I wanted to do the play because 
it’s a passoinate love affair between 
two great intellects. It’s an exciting 
romance and it makes you cry

American artists. 

Tenor Curtis Rayam, who will be 
remembered by Detroit audiences 
for his critically acclaimed role of 
Alfonso in the DSO’s production of 
the Schubert opera “Alfonso and 
Estrella” during the Orchestra’s 
“Schubert and Vienna” Festival last 
November will sing the role of Da- 
Ud, Altair’s son. 

Contralto Birgit Finnalae, a native 
of Sweden who is in constant 
demand throughout the world, will 
be the voice of the Omniscient Sea- 
Shell. 

“Die Aegyptische Helena” (The 
Egyptian Helen), an opera in two 
acts by Strauss, was first performed 
in Dresden, Germany in 1928. The 
libretto is by Hugo von Hof- 
mannsthal. 

“Helen” takes place after the end 
of the Trojan War. The first act is set 
on the small island of the sorceress 
Aithra, off the cost of Egypt; the 
second, in a tent in a grove at the 
foot of the Atlas Mountains. The 
story of “Helena” is based on a 
variant of the Greek legend of Helen, 
the most beautiful woman in the 
world and a direct cause of the 


Trojan War. She was the wife of 
Menelaus, but in her husband’s 
absence she eloped to Troy with 
Paris, son of the Trojan King When 
‘Paris was slain, Menelaus and she 
were reconciled and returned to 
Sparta, where they lived happily 
together until their deaths 

The variant ot mis uue tnat tne 
opera draws inspiration from says 
that Helen never went to Troy, that 
she and Paris were driven ashore on 
the cost of Egypt and that Helen was 
detained there The Helen carried 
off to Troy was thus a phantom, and 
the real one was recovered by her 
husband from Egypt after the war 
This second version of the story was 
made popular by the poet 
Stesichorus and by Euripides in his 
romantic play "Helen”. It is an 
obvious recantation of the first 
version and is due, at least in part, to 
the influence of those who revered 
Helen as a goddess (she was 
daughter of Zeus by a mortal 
woman) and denied that she ever 
went to Troy. 

The opera offers still a third 
version of the' story of Helen. 
Menelaus is on his way back to 
Sparta after the fall of Troy. The 
newly recovered Helen is with him 
and he intends to kill her in punish- 
ment for fleeing with Paris. The 
Omniscient Sea-Shell tells the 
sorceress Aithra of this and the 
sorceress raises a storm which 


wrecks Menelaus’s ship on the cost 
of her island, Menelaus carries 
Helen ashore and so comes to 
Aithra. Aithra gives Menelaus a 
magic potion which makes him 
believe that Helen spent the 10 years 
of the Trojan War in Egypt, longing 
for him, while the Helen stolen by 
Paris was a phantom Menelaus and 
Helen are reunited in blissful 
realization of their love. 

If the second act, at Helen’s wish, 
Aithra has brought the lovers to the 
foot of the Atlas Mountains where no 
one knows anything about her. The 
nomad chieftain Altair approaches 
with his handsome son Da-ud at the 
head of a troop of riders. Menelaus, 


in a fit of blind jealousy, kills Da-ud. 
Helen does not want to live in a 
dream any longer and gives 
Menelaus a potion to restore his 
memory. His first impulse is to kill 
Helen, but Aithra arrives in time 
and also saves Menelaus from the 
fury of Altair. Reconciled, the 
couple return to Sparta 
The Detroit performances of “Die 
Aegyptische Helena” is a special 
benefit performance to support the 
Orchestral Tickets are available at 
Ford Auditorium Box Office at $25, 
$17.50 and $12. with students $5.

Heading the Class B selections are 
three Cherry Hill players who 
helped take Coach Dick OcNally’s 
Spartans to the regional finals at 
Oakland U. — Floyd Simmons, 
Pierre Hudson and George Johnson. 

Simmons, a lithe 6-1 leaper who 
plays four inches taller than his 
height, was a three-year starter for 
Cherry Hill. So influential was the 
fluid floater with the deadly shooting 
eye that he led the Spartans to a 
better record during his tenure than 
the legendary Bob Fowler did in his 
final three years in earning All-State 
honors. 

Simmons helped lead Cherry Hill 
to successive records of 15-5, 20-4 
and 20-5 for a total of 55-14, while 
Fowler’s three-year totals were 8-6, 
17-3 and 17-4 for a career mark of 42- 
13. 

“He’s one of the top five Class B 
high school players in the state,” 
Coach McNally said earlier this year 
after Simmons led the Spartans to 
their third consecutive Tri-River 
League basketball championship. 

The Detroit Free Press and 
Detroit News corroborated that fact 
last week when both metropolitan 
newspapers named Simmons to 
their Class B All-State teams. 

“He’s also one of the finest 
defensive players I’ve ever 
coached,” McNally said of the 
deadly-shooting offensive star who 
netted 1311 career points, including 
535 this season for a 21 point 
average. 

Simmons also hauled down an 
average of nine rebounds a game. 

No player in this area had the 
explosive burst down the baseline to 
the basket that Hudson had. The 5-11 
senior guard left defensive players 
grasping for air as his zephyr-like 
drives accounted for 350 points this 
season. 

A track star, the elusive Hudson 
was extremely quick and was more 
valuable to the Spartans than many 
people realized 

“Pierre is a good positive in- 
fluence on the other players and one 
of our tri-captains,” McNally said. 

Leading Cherry Hill in rebounding 
was George Johnson, who played up 
around the rim many times although 
he stands only 6-foot-2. 

Besides snaring 13 caroms a 
game, the easy-smiling senior 
averaged 10 points each contest. 
“George is an outstanding leader,” 
McNally pointed out, “and a very 
good student. His all-around play

Cherry Hill’s season record ended 
at 20-5 with the 61-59 regional final 
loss to Gawson at Oakland U. 

Joining them are two outstanding 
cagers from nearby Inkster High 
School, Alvin “Bo” Dukes and Eric 
Crouch. 

Inkster Coach George Thompson 
Jr. waxes eloquent when describing 
the play of Dukes, the 5-8, 135 pound 
wizard. “He’s a fantastic player — 
one of the five best players I’Ve 
coached in my 15 seasons, and that’s 
saying a lot,” Thompson said. 

Dukes, a unanimous selection to 
the Suburban Athletic Conference 
first-team, averaged 21 points a 
game, 13 assists and five steals. 

“He was so effective in moving the 
ball, he made things happen and 
opened up the floor for our other 
players to be effective,” Thompson. 

Dukes was named second team 
All-Metro and third team All-State 
last week. 

Crouch, a 6-1, 160-pound junior is 
one of the finest leapers in the area 
In addition to netting 14 points each 
game, he grabbed 10 rebounds a 
contest and out-leaped manyplayers 
much taller than he. 

“Eric has real determination and 
is a natural leader He’s our team 
captain for next year and gives 150 
percent every day, even in prac- 
tice,” Thompson said. 

Randy Pichan added to his All- 
Area football honors by being named 
to the elite basketball dream team. 
The 6-5, 190-pound quarterback was 
outstanding on the boards with a 17- 
point scoring average while hauling 
down 15 rebounds each tilt. 

“Most of the teams we played 
double-teamed Randy but he still 
managed to have an outstanding 
season,” said his coach Gene Smith. 

Rounding out the team is another 
in a long list of outstanding players 
from Robichaud. Terry Ross, who 
averaged more than 20 points a 
game. 

Effective all season, but 
especially in the last few games, the 
6-3, 170-pound senior was named to 
the first team in the rugged 
Suburban Athletic Conference. 

A good rebounder and all-around 
player, Ross had the knack of put- 
ting the ball in the basket even 
though Coach Francis MacCauley’s 
Bulldogs lacked a strong supporting 
cast. 

Ross was especially effective in 
the last few games of the season and 
against Inkster when the Bulldogs 
ousted the Vikings fromthe state 
playoffs in the Robichaud Districts.

Ford introduces 


new postal bill 


Congressman William D. Ford (D- 
15th District) has renewed his battle 
to obtain a lower first-class mailing 
rate for individual citizens. 

Congressman Ford’s Citizens’ 
Postal Relief Act of 1979 was in- 
troduced and referred to the Post 
Office and Civil Service Committee, 
on which the Michigan represen- 
tative is a ranking member. 

; A similar bill was introduced in 
31977 by Congressman Ford, but was 
not acted upon by the House. 

This year’s legislation, somewhat 
refined from the 1977 proposal, 
would give private citizens the 
option of sending first-class mail at a 
rate of 1 1 cents, with a deferred level 
of service. They still would have the 
choice of using regular 15-cent first- 
class mail with priority service. 

“I think it is absolutely unfair that 
the people of this country do not 
have this option, which is available 
to every other group of mailers,” 
Congressman Ford said 


“The Postal Service has a 
responsibility to provide affordable 
mail service for everyone in the 
nation,” he continued. “While rate 
options are available for 
businessmen and bulk mailers, none 
are now offered for the individual. 


‘*My bill would give individuals 
that option. It would allow’ them to 
mail their letters, cards and 
payments for substantially less than 
the present 15 cents. Because this 
new class of mail would receive a 
deferred level of service, it would 
result in no extra subsidy or cost to 
the Postal Service. 

'Thus, we would be helping the 
private citizen save money and curb 
inflation without adding to the cost 
of government.” 

Congressman Ford’s 1977 
legislation gained the support of a 
broad range of organizations, 
ranging from senior citizens to 
consumer groups 
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basic training at Lackland Air Force

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Selecting a contractor: 

Key is research, open communications 


To many homeowners, selecting a contractor 
for a major home improvement job is a 
frustrating, anxiety-ridden experience. 




The Johns-Manville expert also suggests 
homeowners check their local Better Business 
Bureaus. 


“They’re likely to have a fair indication of 
which contractors have a good reputation, and 
which may have consumer complaints filed 
against them,” Reilly explained. “And banks 
which finance home improvement loans can tell 
whether or not a contractor is financially stable.” 


After obtaining a list of contractors, the 
homeowner should ask each candidate where he’s 
worked before. “Any reputable contractor, and 
most of them are, will be anxious to supply names 
of satisfied customers,” he added. 


A little research and open communication is the 
key to finding a satisfying contractor relationship, 
according to Edward A. Reilly, merchandising 
manager for Johns-Manville. 


“Beyond the word-of-mouth recommendation, 
which is still the best resource, homeowners 
should enlist the help of a local building materials 
company,” he said. “Most outlets have a list of 
contractors they’ll recommend.’.’ 


Each candidate should be asked to submit 
written bids that include materials, methods of 
installation, and other cost variables. A good 


way to judge these bids, suggests Reilly, is to 
learn beforehand about the various products on 
the market that will meet individual home im- 
provement requirements. Weigh product 
features, warranties, and other pertinent factors. 
Talk with experts at building supply stores or 
lumber yards, and request product literature 
from manufacturers. 

“The lowest bid may be tempting to accept,” 
Reilly cautioned, “but it may not include quality 
materials that often turn out to be less expensive 
in the long run. 

“Asphalt roofing shingles, for example, may 
have a lower price tag than fiber glass shingles, 
but their life-expectancy may be shorter than 
fiber glass. So, if cost is a major consideration — 
as it often is — examine initial prices plus life- 
cycle costs for the most economical choice.” 

The contract also must be specific. It should 
include the dates the job will begin, the expected 
completion date and all warranties. 

The final step is to check that all brand names, 
colors, and other particulars stated in the contract 
are delivered. 

“Then leave the contractor to do his job,” 
concludes Reilly. “The extra research and 
communication that the homeowner establishes 
from the start is the best guarantee of a satisfying 
contractor relationship.”

You’ve just moved into your first 
apartment or house and discovered 
that your superintendent is available 
chiefly at Christmas and your local 
home repairman is available at $15 to 
$25 an hour. 

You are the best most reliable — 
and cheapest — alternative. And the 
most important foundation for 
mastering basic repairs is a 
beginner’s “baker’s dozen’’ tool box 
— 12 essential tools, plus some fix-it 
Droducts and items you’ll need to 
nave on hand. 

Basic products to stash away with 
your tool box are an assortment of 
nails, and screws, plus a variety of 
caulks and adhesives. In addition to 
Elmer’s white glue (for wood and 
other porous materials) and their 
Cabinetmaker’s Contact Cement, 
you should have an “instant bond” 
cyanoacrylate adhesive, such as 
Wonder Bond, on hand for glass, 
metal, most plastics and just about 
all other nonporpous materials. 

For caulking jobs, try the all- 
purpose latex/caulk you can buy in a 
tube, thus eliminating the need to 
purchase a caulking gun. 

Now for your dozen basic tools: 
NAIL HAMMER: The best “first” 
hammer is a 16-ouncer with a curved, 
nail-pulling claw. Simply select the 
one which feels comfortable in your 
hand. 

SCREWDRIVERS: The beginner’s 
toolbox should have at least four 
screwdrivers — stubby standard for 
close quarters, 3-inch cabinet tip 
(narrow), 4-inch standard and 4-inch 
Phillips (one w'ith an X-slotted shaft 
tip for X-top screws). 

GRIPPING TALE: You can do 
practically anything with split-joint 
pliers — tighten and loosen nuts, pull 
nails, twist wires together. For 
maximum comfort, choose a pair 
with insulated (plastic) handles. 

PUTTY KNIFE: A super aid for 
everything from scraffing off to 
smearing on, not mention prving off. 

THE KINDEST CUT: Your tool 
box is incomplete if it lacks a sharp, 
easy-to-use knife. The handiest type 
is the one that accepts irregular- 
shaped, replaceable razor blades and 
has space for spare blades. 

FOR MEASURING: Buy either a 
tape or zigzag (extension) rule. If 
you buy a tape, select the 12-foot one 
that permits complete removal from 
the case so that it can be used like a 
yardstick A zigzag rule should have 
a slide extension at one end which 
allows easy and accurate inside 
measuring. 

ON THE LEVEL: For a 
refrigerator, the new traverse rod for 
your drapes, or the picture you’d like 
to hang straight, you'll find a torpedo 
level an accurate, and welcomed 
help This is for small chores — don’t 
use a torpedo level to lay a new 
driveway 

ADJUSTABLE WRENCH: Buy a 
medium-sized one to tighten or 
loosen nuts (using pliers could 
damage a stubborn nut). 

PUSH DRILL: Here’s the essential 
tool for boring pilot (starter) holes in 
hardwoods. It comes with several 
sizes of bits to accommodate dif- 


ferent screw sizes. 

SCRATCH AWL: You’ll find this 
ice-pick-like tool perfect for punching 
starter holes for screws and scrat- 
ching in lines to be cut. Caution — use 
an awl only for softwoods; it will split 
hardwoods. 

RAZOR BLADE SCRAPER: This 
is the tool-of-choice for cleaning paint 
from windows, ceramic tiles and 
such. For safety’s sake, buy a balde 
scraper that stores with a protective 
cover. 

COMBINATION W'RENCH SET: 
Each wrench has an open head on 
one side and a corresponding size 
socket head on the other end. Buy a 
set that includes five different sized 
wrenches. 

One final tip . . . top quality tools 
are most economical in the long run. 
Poor tools wear out rapidly, break 
and make it difficult to achieve a 
craftsmanlike result.

Energy conservation within the 
home does not need to result in a 
gloomy, unattractive home. On the 
contrary, properly planned and 
selected lighting will enhance the 
decor while curtailing both electric 
bills and kilowatt consumption, 
states the American Home Lighting 
Institute (AHLI). 

Consumers often do not realize 
what a small drain on energy 
residential lighting is. The Illu- 
minating Energy Society (IES) 
reports that “lighting constitutes 
only 4 percent of the total electrical 
energy consumed, and residential 
lighting— only 2 percent of the total 
energy used in the home.*’ 

To gain maximum benefit from 
your light sources, AHLI specialists 
recommend the following: 

1) Take as much advantage of the 
sun— the orginal energy source— as 
possible. You might simply arrange

rearrange your room so that a desk 
or table is set near a window that gets 
the sun, reducing the hours in which 
lights are required for that area. 

2) Use a balanced lighting plan 
throughout the home, integrating 
both incandescent and fluorescent 
light sources, as well as table lamps. 
Illumination often is casually placed 
without any real consideration of the 
tasks conducted within the room.

There should be a ceiling fixture, 
switch-operated, for overall vision, 
plus auxiliary fixtures for specific 
“task” or decorative areas. 

3) Select more efficient light 
sources. Although higher in energy 
consumption, incandescent bulbs are 
more versatile, and can be controlled 
through the use of dimmers and 
three-way switches. And in- 
candescent bulbs set in reflector 
housings are more effecient than any 
other incandescent bulbs. In- 
candescent bulbs may be used ef- 
ficiently if fewer bulbs are used, with 
higher wattages. 

Fluorescent lights use 75 percent 
less energy than the incandescent. 
However, the linear shape of 
fluorescent bulbs confine their use in 
fixtures, so that they are often 
utilized in heavy work areas such as 
the kitchen, bath, laundry and 
basement areas. 

4) Keep light sources clean. Dirty 
fixtures, bulbs and tubes rob you of 
light. 

5) Locate fixtures where they are 
required, so you will receive maxi- 
mum benefit from their use. 

6) Use a variety of fixtures— 
chandeliers, track lighting, wall 
washers, down lights— utilizing the 
specialized benefits of each type for 
maximum benefit.

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Making furninshings 'earn their keep' 


Viable — a word misuesed, abused with over- 
use — still means what its derivation implies: 
livable . . . workable. 

How many interiors displayed in department 
stores, model homes, or other areas do you see 
that really have a practical quality? 

No matter how glamorous room vignettes are, 
homefurnishings have to “earn their own rent.” 
Most of us can't afford the time or money to create 
the super situations we witness in professional 
showcasing. 

Interior designers are aware of the need to 
inspire, but at the same time appreciate that 
almost everyone needs ideas on how to eliminate 
elaborate revisions and costly remodeling. Here 
they offer helpful suggestions on how to get 
professional effects with minimal expense. 

The first bit of advice concerns itself with wall 
space. Shelves to ceiling provide storage for 
necessities and niceties. By lifting the eye to 
higher levels, there is visual balance to furniture 
weight on the floor. 

Strategic placement of furniture itself can also 
help “architect” a room. Coaxing sofas away 
from their traditional place against the wall and 
staging them at angles delineates conversation 
areas and establishes intimacy. 

Dual-function furniture is a must to help provide 
a quart of living in a pin-sized apartment. A 
parsons table - desk is a dutiful, practical addition 
and stylish trios of tables that double as end or 


they offer helpful suggestions on how to get 
professional effects with minimal expense. 
Cocktail tables are excellent investments. 

New wall systems, stacked to 78-inch door- 
height, can literally wrap around a room to look 
like authentic built-ins. Regardless of how stingy 
your living space is, certain basic storage and 
serving units will permit you to live and entertain 
quite comfortably. 

There is a trend lately to the undressed window, 
and some designers predict that the drapery has 
seen its day. True or not, where a premium is 
placed on sunlight and air, the barer the windows 
— the better. 

This is particularly true when you consider the 
viability of plants in a room. Living plants, 
blossoms, or trees indoors is proof that somebody 
cares . . . somebody loves. They’re an important 
part of every decor — the “liveliest” part. 

Sometimes a mound of potted mums under a 
mirror, a graceful fern or philodendron on a 
bookshelf, a spider plant hanging from the ceiling, 
or a Ficus tree in front of a window is just the right 
touch to animate the surrounding still life. Plants 
literally are breathing sculptures that cast 
beautiful shadows and silhouettes, and soften the 
harsh boundaries between the indoors and out. 

Color and pattern in a room should be treated 
judiciously — a question of personal taste and 
discipline. Along with these considerations is the 


often neglected quality of texture. Texture, also, 
makes a room come alive. 

Embossed patterned ceilings offer a unique way 
to get texture, unobtrusively, in a room. The 
shadow play that light sets up in textured 
materials creates subtle nuances of color shading, 
and is certainly part of smart interior design 
mystique. Remember — sensual pleasure can be 
suggested by observation alone; you don’t have to 
touch the ceiling to “feel” it. 

Texture interest can come from combining 
smooth walls with soft velvety carpet pile — or 
using carpet and resilient flooring in the same 
room. The latter is another way of separating 
room activities. Juxtaposing the two is par- 
ticularly useful in rooms that serve two or more 
functions, like living-dining, kitchen-family, or 
bed-sitting rooms. Armstrong offers coordinated 
carpets and flooring for just such adjoining areas. 

The rule for texture is the same as for color: 
Don’t overdo! A delicate balance of smooth, soft, 
and rough textures allows for a three-dimensional 
look and feel. 

In contrast, carpeting contributes the kind of 
fabric texture that relieves monotony. In addition, 
it warms, complements, and baffles sound. Vinyl 
floors are esthetically pleasing with their high- 
gloss finish that is easy care, no wax. 

Gracious living is a question of style, not size. A 
small apartment or condominium can be turned 
into an atmosphere as charming and dramatic as 
any found in a large home.

Energy survey determines loss 


You suspect your windows are a major cause of 
heating and cooling energy waste. But, how can 
you tell how much they’re wasting? How much of 
this might be conserved by adding storm win- 
dows? Or by installing new windows? 

A new window energy use survey, devised by 
Season-all Industries of Indiana, Pa., identifies 
Engergy Use Index (EIU) numbers for more than 
200 existing and energy improved window con- 
ditions. 

It also identifies possible condensation 


situations you can expect from various im- 
provement options. 

With these numbers, it’s easy to calculate the 
approximate percentage of energy efficiency 
improvement that is possible with different 
window energy conservation measures. 

For example, nonweathers tripped, single glass, 
double-hung (operate up and down) wood win- 
dows could have an EUI of something like 125. 

If these windows were fitted with good storm 
windows, the EUI might reduce to about 75, which 


is 60 percent of the 125, or a 40 percent im- 
provement. 

If the old windows were replaced with new 
“thermalized” windows, the EUI might be as low 
as 50. This is a 60 percent improvement. 

Knowing the window improvement, you can 
estimate the reduction this could make in overall 
heating fuel and cooling power consumption. 

Existing windows in average conditions 
probably account for about 15 percent of the space 
comfort conditioning costs in an average home. A 
40 percent window improvement, therefore, would 
save 40 percent of this 15 percent (or 6 percent) of 
the total bills. 

A 60 percent window improvement could reduce 
overall heating and cooling consumption by 9 
percent. This is based on improving average 
condition windows. For deteriorated windows, 
this could be as much as a 15 percent total energy 
saving. 

Window improvement can lead to maintenance 
savings as well as energy savings. For example, 
the cost of painting windows every five years ($40 
to $50 per window is about average for two coats of 
paint) could be reduced by about one-third by 
installing storm windows which help the paint last 
longer. 

Or, virtually the total painting cost could be 
saved every five years by replacing existing wood 
windows with baked enamel finished aluminum 
replacement windows. 

By dividing the cost of window modification by 
the annual estimated energy and maintenance 
savings, you can find the number of years it 
should take for your savings to repay your in- 
vestment.

If your home improvement plans 
call for new windows, take the time 
to consider them carefully. Although 
homeowners may think windows are 
pretty much the same, they aren’t. 
The ability of a window to conserve 
energy depends on what goes into.it 
One leading window manufacturer 
advises homeowners that the best 
replacement window is the best 
window you can buy. 

Since the windows you select are 
likely to be around for many years, 
other things besides initial cost 
should be considered. Well-made 
windows that are designed to con- 
serve energy, for example, may cost 
less to own over the long term than 
inexpensive, inferior windows. 

Quality windows save homeowners 
money in ways that may not be 
readily apparent. These include low 
maintenance, weather-tightness and 


fuel conservation. 

Precision-made windows have 
factory-applied vinyl weather 
stripping. Double-pane insulating 
glass provides the fuel-saving 
benefits of separate storm sash, but 
without the bother. Windows also are 
available with triple-glazing for 
added fuel conservation. 

Windows and gliding doors also can 
have a preservative-treated wood 
core sash and frame. Wood is used 
because it is a natural insulator and 
these units are encased in rigid vinyl 
for long-lasting, low-mainte nance 
protection. 

One way to save money on 
replacement windows is to install 
them yourself. Assistance is 
available in a free booklet which can 
be obtained by writing the Andersen 
Corporation, Dept. DYW, Bayport, 
Minn.

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In the basement 


Extra room may be steps away 


That extra room you’re looking for 
may not be in a new home, but just a 
few steps away in the basement. 

Because the basics are already 
there, finishing a basement can be a 
considerably less -expensive home 
improvement than either expansion 
or a room addition. Should you decide 
to handle it as a do-it-yourself 
project, you can save even more 
money. 

Before you dash out to buy the 
materials, there are two things to 

check the local building code to 

determine whether the furnace and 
water heater may require a special 
enclosure and the basement itself. 
Make sure it’s dry. Inspect it after a 
steady rainfall. 

One idea you might consider, 
especially if there are children in the 
family, is converting the basement 
into a family room for entertainment 
and recreation. 

If the basement is dry and in fairly 
good shape, all you may need is wall 
paneling, a ceiling, some furniture 
and perhaps tile for the floor. A 
lumber dealer has a wide selection of 


western wood available for the 
project. 

The walls may need furring strips 
to accommodate the wall paneling. 
Once the paneling is installed, you 
may want to consider cabinets along 
one wall for storage space. They can 
be framed with 2 by 2 fir or pine. 
Built-in benches are another 
possibility and can meet in a corner 
and be framed with western lumber. 
If they have lift-up seats, they can 
also be used for storage. Such an 
arrangement saves floor space for 
entertaining. 

For the custom look, use the same 
cedar or pine board paneling on the 
doors and drawers of the cabinets as 
on the walls. The counter top can be 
used for a stereo or television set or 
as a buffet counter for refreshments. 

Ample overhead lighting and light- 
colored ceiling tiles and wall 
paneling will make the basement 
finished room appear larger and 
brighter. 

So if you need space, just don’t look 
up or out, look downstairs. Under all 
the clutter, is a room waiting to be 
born.

Put ceilings, wall tops to work 


If you have a room whose decor 
just doesn’t click, try this. Stand at 
ihe entrance and, keeping a wide 
perspective, slowly work your gaze 
from floor to ceiling. You might 
discover that the problem stems 
from the "Pyramid Principle” of 
interior decoration: the higher you 
go, the less there is. 

The Law of Gravity dictates that 
functional furnishings be located at 
our level. But there’s no earthly 
reason why the upper reaches of a 
room can’t be used for decoration. In 
times past, an attractive room 
wasn’t considered complete without 
embellishment on the ceiling and 
tops of walls. Today’s interior 
decorators — both professional and 
do-it-yourself — are once again 
stressing these surface areas in the 
room scheme of things. 

The ceiling can make or break a 
room. A beautiful decor with a drab 
ceiling is like a shiny Rolls Royce 
with a ttattered convertible top. Yet 
when fix-up or fancy-up time comes, 
the ceiling often winds up in the “Can 
Wait Till Later" column of things to 
do. 

This probably is a throwback to the 
time when ceiling materials that 
yielded a nice decorative effect were 
troublesome to apply (plaster, 
wallpaper, etc.), while those that 
were easy to install were style 
ciphers (plain white acoustical tiles, 
for instance). 

Times have changed, though. 
Nowadays acoustical tiles (12-by 12- 
inch) and lay -in panels (2- by 4-foot) 
come in all manner od designs. Some 
bear uncanny resemblance to 
sculptured plaster; others to inlaid 
wood parquet; still others to rustic 
wooden planks. Whatever the room 
motif, there’s an acoustical ceiling 
pattern to match. 

Made of lightweight mineral fiber 
or wood fiber, these squares or 
oblongs are easy for the do-it- 


yourselfer to put up. The tiles are 
either cemented or stapled to the old 
ceiling; the panels are inserted in a 
grid hung from above by wires. The 
savings on installation labor can be 
applied to the 40-to-90-cent a square 
foot cost of the material. 

Once the ceiling is ships hape, it can 
beshown off — “accessorized” much 
as a lovely occasional table is ac- 
cented with a fine figurine or vase of 
flowers. 

Ceiling beams are an excellent way 
to do this and give the entire room a 
cozy, casual aura at the same time. 
They needn’t be heavy, rafter-like 
members requiring massive 
structural support. Natural-looking 
fake ceiling beams can be made by 
wrapping a single 2-by-4 or 4-by-4 or 
two 2-by-4s for a double-thickness 
effect) in self-sticking wood-grain 
vinyl sheeting. This paper can be 
bought in home centers and 
wallpaper stores. 

The beams are especially easy to 
attach to a suspended ceiling by 
screwing them to the main runners of 
the system. A washer overlaps the 
runner’s flange and anchors the 
beam. The grid isn’t marred or 
altered in any way, and the light- 
weight beams can be removed as 
easily as they are put up. 

Ceilingchandeliers, pendant lamps 
and old-fashioned wooden-blade fans 
provide similar overhead focal points 
in a room. 

As do plants hung from the ceiling 
or upper walls. The shadows and 
silhouettes they create add a good 
deal of charm to a room and help 
soften the starkness of some modern 
decors.

Remodeling is cheaper 


Often when thinking about 
remodeling, homeowners assume 
that the cost of any improvement will 
be returned to them when they sell 
their home. 

However, according to experts, the 
majority of improvements cost more 
than if they had been originally built 
into a home. Because such im- 
provements will probably not add as 
much to the resale value of a home as 
the cost of the improvement, it is well 
for the homeowner to weigh carefully 
the pros and cons of any home im- 
provement. 

Experts point out that converting a 
porch into an extra bedroom, for 
instance, is less expensive than 
adding a new room, and yet will yield 
the same resale value. Obviously, it’s 
more economical to convert than to 
start from scratch, a point the 
homeowner should keep in mind 
when contemplating improvements. 


If you are planning to make im- 
provements with view to reselling, 
real estate professionals advise 
improving the “eye appeal” of your 
home rather than investing in costly 
“hidden” improvements. Attractive, 
new wallpaper and linoleum in the 
kitchen, would probably help sell 
your home more readily than new 
siding, for instance. 

If your objective in making im- 
provements is to make your home 
more enjoyable, only you and your 
family can decide whether the cost 
will be justified. As today’s real 
estate market continues to escalate, 
more and more families are finding it 
economical to ‘‘fix up” rather than to 
“move up.”

cient Greeks carved them in their 
temples; the Victorians stenciled 
them around their drawing rooms.

Inlaid versus rotoviny! 


Nearly everyone likes a good 
mystery . . . the more thrilling the 
better. But no one wants to be cast in 
the role of the victim. That’s why 
we’d like to be spared any suspense 
when contemplating a purchase for 
our home, especially a major one. 

We want to know that the product 
we choose is the one that will serve 
our needs best. Unfortunately, the 
whole subject of sheet vinyl floors is 
confusing — not to say mysterious — 
to some people. If you haven’t been in 
the market for a new floor lately, you 
might be one of those. 

“Sheet” floors are the kind that 
come 6, 12 or more feet wide, as 
opposed to tiles, which usually are 12- 
inch squares. They have a certain 
recognized advantage over tiles. 

When installed there are few 


swms, if any, so there’s no place for 
dirt *to catch and hide The design 
flows from wall to wall without in- 
terruption. And you’ll find patterns 
and colors in sheet floors that can’t 
be obtained with the manufacturing 
processes used for tile. 

The first thing to get clear is that 
all sheets floors made in the United 
States these days are vinyl floors. 
Linoleum is a thing of the past. Vinyl 
floors first appeared after World War 
II. In the ensuing years, their for- 
tunes rose while lineoleum’s 
declined. 

The reason is simple. Vinyl floors 
are better looking, easier to install 
and easier to keep up. Also, linoleum 
could not be installed in basements or 
on concrete slab foundations because 
it was not a moisture resistant

product. In 1974, the last domestic 
manufacturer stopped making 
linoleum. Today, any sheet floor you 
buy will be made from vinyl, and you 
can install it anywhere in your house 

— basement to attic. 

Basically, there are only two types 
of vinyl floors — inlaid vinyl (the 
design goes through the" entire 
thickness of thft/Siaterial) and 
rotovinyl (the design is printed on 
and covered with clear vinyl). 

Then there are options to consider 

— no-wax, cusioning and do-it- 
yourself. You might think of it as like 
buying a car, but in one respect it’s 
quite different. Y ou don’s start with a 
basic model and add or subtract 
options. That’s done at the factory. 
Instead, your flooring dealer offers 
you a selection of models with (or 
without) various options already 
built in. You just pick the floor with 
the options you need. 

Most inlaid vinyl floors are made 
by a painstaking process that builds 
up thousands of vinyl granules, then 
fuses them together with heat and 
pressure (much the same way 
materials are created in nature). 

Also, yard for yard, these floors 
feel heavier than others. Pick up an 
inlaid vinyl floor and heft it. It gives 
you a satisfying feeling, akin to the 
pleasure you get from the sound of a 
solid thunk when you slam the door of 
a well-made car. 

But the main reason why these 
floors are made this way (because 
they do cost more) is the looks. In the 
final analysis, it’s up to individual 
taste. People who prefer the inlaid 
vinyls find the colors richer and 
deeper, while other people are at- 
tracted to the photographic realism 
of the rotovinyls. 

Some inlaid vinyl floors have 
cushioning, most do not. These floors 
are not for do-it-yourselfers. Their 
very heftiness makes them awkward 
for the amateur to work with. 

However, inlaid vinyl floors do 
come with most people’s favorite 
option — a no-wax surface. A 
no wax surface has a gleaming shine 
of its own. It’s a substance even 
tougher than vinyl that’s applied 
over the vinyl at the factory and goes 
on clear and shiny. And it keeps its 
shine, without waxing or buffing far 
longer than ordinary vinyl. 

Most people seem to want tne no- 
wax option for their floors, par- 
ticularly in kitchens and baths 
where, psychologically at least, 
shininess is equated with cleanliness. 
Foyers a nd family rooms are another 
matter. There, the preference is for 
natural desgins ( that look like brick, 
slate, stone, wood, etc.) with less 
gloss — that is without the no-wax 
surface. 

Rotovinyl, the other major 
category of sheet vinyl floors, are 
made by a rotogravure process, 
which combines photography and 
printing. Almost any image that can 
be photographed can be reproduced 
in a rotovinyl floor, with remarkable 
realism. The printed design is 
protected by a topping of clear vinyl. 

All rotovinyl floors have an inner 
tore of foamed or ekpaned vinyl as 1 
part of their standard construction. 


That means that they all are 
cushioned to some extent. In some 
rotovinyl floors, the amount of‘ 
cushioning is nil. Others have much 
more, and the amount generally is 
related to the price of the floor. 

The cushioning ought to be fairly 
firm to bounce back from in- 
dentations. Besides being com- 
fortable, cushioning will muffle the 
noise of footsteps and other clatter. 

Rotovinyl floors have the no-wax 
option, too, the same shiny durable 
substance found on higher-priced 
inlaid floors. The maker merely 
substitutes a no-wax surface for the 
customary vinyl surface. 

Remember, no-wax floors do need 
to be cleaned, and that means 
regular sweeping or vacuuming and 
occasional sponge-mopping with a 
general purpose detergent. Some 
detergent labels say you can skip the 
rinsing step, but that’s not true for 
the floor. 

Be sure to rinse thoroughly or the 
detergent residue will act as a dirt 
trap. The shine will still be there, but 
it’ll be hidden by an icky gray film. 

As a class, rotovinyls are suitable 
for do-it-yourselfers, although many 
people choose to have someone else 
do the work. A good rule of thumb is, 
any floor made in both 6- and 12-foot 
widths is recommended for do-it- 
yourselfers. 

Sometimes these floors can be 
“loose laid’’, that is, put down 
without any adhesive. This depends 
on the condition of the subfloor and 
whether it is subject to expansion and 
contraction from seasonal changes in 
humidity. Your dealer should be able 
to advise you on whether you can use 
this installation method. 

If you can’t, you’ll have to cement 
the floor down by spreading adhesive 
over the entire surface to be covered. 
Your dealer should have booklets 
showing the procedure to follow at 
every step. 

It’s possible to install a new floor 
over an existing vinyl, linoleum or 
tile floor, but only if the old floor is in 
good condition. It can’t be coming 
loose, curling up or parting at the 
seams. Also, it shouldn’t be em- 
bossed (the embossing would 
“telegraph” through) or cushioned. 

If your old floor has any of these 
problems or characteristics, it 
probably will have to be ripped up, or 
more likely, covered with a new 
particleboard or plywood subfloor 
(sometimes called “un- 
derlayment”). If you’re paying 
somebody to do the work, you can 
expect to spend another $4 to $5 per 
yard for new underlayment, in- 
cluding labor and materials, besides 
the cost of the new floor and its in- 
stallation. 

The latest option in floors is the 
Interflex method of installation. This 
method lets you install a new floor 
directly over an old floor even if that 
old floor is cushioned or embossed or 
is in poor condition. (If the defects 
are too serious, though, you’ll still 
need new underlayment).

Home cleaning program keeps 
carpeting looking new longer 


If part of your spring home improvement plans 
include new carpeting, then be sure you know the 
facts when it comes to carpet care to keep it 
looking new longer. 

To prolong the life of your new carpet and help it 
keep its original good looks, follow' a regular 
home-cleaning program. 

Deal with special problems like stains promp- 



tly, and get special services when you need them. 

All carpet looks great when first installed. How 
it looks years later depends not only on the quality 
of the carpet itself, but attention to maintenance. 

Establish a regular vacuuming schedule to suit 
your conditions — carpet color and style, amount 
of traffic, type of soil, etc. At least once a week 
(more frequently in heavy traffic areas), give 
your carpet a thorough vacuuming. If soil and dirt 
become embedded in the pile, your carpet will 
lose its bright new appearance. Generally, the 
upright vacuum cleaner with multiple height 
adjustments and a driven brush or beater bar- 
brush will do the best job. 

Carpet experts give this advice about home 
cleaning: 

Hot-water extraction ( sometimes called 
“steam" cleaning) provides the most satisfactory 
carpet cleaning in home use. Hot water mixed 
with carpet shampoo is flushed through the pile 
and most of it is vacuumed away, all in one step; a 
minimal amount of residue remains. To date it is 
the most effective do-it-yourself cleaning 
operation. The units and cleaning agents are 
available for rental in most neighborhood stores. 

In spite of attentive home care, your carpet may 
need occasional professional cleaning to remove 
accumulations of embedded grease and dirt. 

Wall-to-wall carpet, by necessity, is cleaned in 
the home. Skilled professionals know the best 
methods to use on different fibers and textures; 
they have special equipment to do an expert job 
with minimum inconvenience. 


SPECIAL PROBLEMS 
Spots and Stains 

If you act promptly, most carpet stains can be 
prevented or removed easily after a spill or ac- 
cident. The following steps are recommended: 

(1) Remove excess spillage immediately. Take 
up semi-solids with a spoon. Soak up liquids with a 
clean white cloth, facial tissue, or paper towel. 

(2) Dampen a clean white cloth with a solution 
of a liquid carpet shampoo (not a Iiousehold 
cleaner) diluted according to directions. Use this 
to “lift" the spot with a twisting motion, working 
from the edge to the center of the spot. Turn cloth 
and re-wet it as needed. Dry the area by placing a 
pad of tissues (about l 2 inch thick) on the wet spot 
under a weight for several hours. 

(3) If the spot persists, repeat Step 2, using a 
dry-cleaning fluid. (CAUTION : Do not use carbon 
tetrachloride, gasoline, or lighter fluid.) There is 
no need to apply tissues to dry the spot. 


(4) If neither shampoo nor dry-cleaning fluid 
will work, try a spot-remover kit or call a 
professional cleaner. 

NOTE: It is advisable to test shampoos and 
cleaning fluids on inconspicuous areas of your

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Finding space for children 

Rooms are what you make them 


Years ago, there was a loony comic strip about 
a family of down-and-outers who were so short on 
everything that their little boy slept in a bureau 
drawer.

Infant 
care, for example, calls 
for a large lavatory 
basin with swing-away 
faucets; wide coun- 
tertops for changing and 
dressing; and cabinets 
for diapers, baby towels 
and supplies; perhaps a 
built-in hamper for 
soiled clothes.

same time, it helps to 
have double

psychologists, it should be a place that offers lots 
of stimulation — colors, patterns, textures, the 
play of light and shadow. All of which can make a 
roon fun to be in — and serve a serious purpose, 
too. 

According to the famous, child development 
specialist Jean Piaget, environments that 
stimulate the senses also stimulate the brain . . . 
so a child’s room really plays an important part in 
his or her growing up. 

Making room — or rooms — for children is 
basically a matter of finding room. It could be a 
case of converting the attic or enclosing a porch. 
But, space is what you make it, and how you make 
it. You can divide a large room into two perhaps 
with a sliding partition, maybe with a storage 
wall. One handy idea: Put a stack of cubes down 
the middle of a large room, with some facing one 
side, some the other. That way, you gain two 
“rooms" — and lively storage for both. 

Thrift hint: Build your own cubes out of chip- 
borad then paint or cover them to make the most 
of the decor. For example, you could cover the 
cubes in wallcoverings to match the walls, and 
paint their insides in a bright contrast. 

Whether you’re doing a major remodeling job or 
just redecorating for a child, be sure your plan 
includes wallcoverings. There’s no quicker or 
surer way to turn plain space into a happy world 
for a child than with the lively patterns and colors 
of a good wallcovering. 

A final tip from the experts : When you plan your 
child’s room, let the child share in the planning. 
Remember: you’re not just giving him a room; 
you’re giving him room to grow in.

carpet before using them on the spots. 

(5) Apply a pad of tissue ( Vinch thick) and hold 
it in place with a weight. Check occasionally to see 
if the tissue has absorbed all the liquid. If some 
liquid remains, apply a new pad. The carpet 
should be dry after six hours. 


(6) When dry, gently brush carpet pile to restore 
fluffiness. If some stain remains, steps 2, 3, and 4 
can be repeated. 

Spills such as blood, furniture polish, lipstick, 
indelible ink, paint, and rust need special at- 
tention.

Sprouts and Pills 

Sometimes a tuft will rise, or “sprout,” above 
the surface of a carpet. Don’t pull it out ; snip it off 
with a pair of shears. Use the same technique if 
little balls of fiber (called “pills”) appear. Balls of 
fluff seen on the surface of many new carpets are 
bits of fiber left in the pile during manufacturing. 
They do not indicate poor quality and gradually 
are removed by regular vacuuming. 

A rise in humidity may cause a temporary 
rippling in wall-to-wall carpet; drier weather 
usually corrects the problem. By the same token, 
a decrease in humidity may present a static 
electricity situation.
